The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  79,  as  against  110  in  the 
previous  year;  of  these  70  recovered,  6 died  at  their  own  houses,  and 
9 were  sent  to  hospital ; of  which  latter  3 died.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Thirty-six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  to  me,  as  against  59 
in  the  previous  year  ; 2 of  these  died  at  their  own  houses,  2 were  sent 
to  hospital,  where  1 died. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  this  disease  occurred,  as  against  27  in  the  year 
previous;  3 died  at  home,  7 were  sent  to  hospital,  of  whom  2 died. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Eight  cases  were  notified  to  me ; there  was  1 death  from  this 
cause. 

SVIEASLES. 

Fourteen  cases  of  measles  were  notified  ; no  death  from  this 
disease. 

Ibealtb  of  District  at  enb  of  the  jjjear. 

During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  but  few  cases  of  infec- 
tious disease  occurred,  which  I consider  very  hopeful  for  the  future,  as 
every  precaution  has  been  taken  by  constant  flushing  of  the  sewers  and 
house  drains  to  prevent  infectious  disease. 

inspection  of  the  District 

During  the  year  I have,  in  company  with  Mr.  Wilson,  made  many 
systematic  inspections,  and  also  I have  visited  many  premises  where 
nuisances  have  been  reported  to  exist. 

The  Inspector  has  made  a tabulated  statement  of  these,  and  the 
action  taken  for  their  abatement,  to  which  I beg  to  refer  you. 

ilBirtb  anb  Death  IRate* 

From  the  District  Registrar’s  returns  it  will  be  seen  that  157  births 
were  registered,  giving  a birth  rate  of  22.36.  In  1893  the  number  was 
166,  a birth  rate  of  24.04  per  1000.

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year  were  71,  being  a death  rate 
from  all  causes  of  io.ii.  In  1893  there  were  74  deaths,  shewing  a 
death  rate  of  10.71  per  1000.  Twenty-one  of  these  deaths  were  of 
children  under  5 years,  as  against  17  in  1893,  and  of  these  15  were 
infants  under  r year,  44  were  of  persons  over  60  years  of  age.

Deaths  from  Zpmottc  Diseases* 

Infectious  diseases  caused  12  deaths,  being  a death  rate  of  1.70. 
In  the  previous  year  10  deaths  occurred  from  these  causes,  giving  a death 
rate  of  1.73. 

The  cause  of  the  12  deaths  was  Scarlet  Fever,  2 ; Typhoid 
Fever,  3 ; Erysipelas,  1 ; Whooping  Cough,  4;  and  Diarrhoea,  2.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  perusal  my  Ninth  Annual 
Report  upon  the  various  works  carried  out  by  the  late  Local  Board 
in  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector’s  Department. 

To  enable  the  usual  comparisons  to  be  drawn  between  this  and 
former  years,  the  details  are,  as  far  as  possible,  submitted  in  statistical 
form. 


Sanitary  improvements.

Watercourses,  &c.,  and  to  remove  offensive  accumulations  and  the 
repair  of  dangerous  fences,  walls,  &c.

To  further  promote  the  healthiness  of  the  District,  the  late  Board 
during  the  past  year  gave  instructions  for  a Smoke-test  to  be  applied  to 
the  Drainage  system  of  every  house  where  cases  of  infectious  disease 
occurred,  and  in  other  places  where  considered  advisable  (or  on  the 
request  of  any  ratepayer  at  a nominal  charge  of  5/-)  and  have  had  43 
such  tests  made — with  the  result  that  in  almost  every  case  some  defects 
wrere  disclosed — sometimes  trivial  but  in  others  serious — and  these 
defects  were  often  of  such  a nature  that  could  only  be  discovered  by 
some  system  of  pressure-testing,  being  quite  beyond  detection  by  the 
ordinary  visual  inspection. 

Bakehouses* 

The  several  Bakehouses  have  been  periodically  visited,  and  the 
Regulations  duly  enforced. 

Slaughter  Ibouse* 

This  has  also  received  constant  attention. 

Battles  anh  dowshehs* 

All  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  within  the  district  have  been  system- 
atically and  frequently  visited,  and  the  necessary  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  has  been  insisted  upon. 

Cases  placeh  lit  the  Solicitor’s  hanfcs* 

The  late  Board  placed  some  cases  in  the  Solicitor’s  hands,  to 
enforce  compliance  with  notices  for  abatement  of  various  nuisances, 
and  he  has  in  all  cases  first  written  the  Defaulters,  and  if  necessary, 
issued  Summonses  against  them. 

Bisinfection*

In  the  early  portion  of  the  year  a small  deputation  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  Main  Road’s  Committee  at  the  County  Offices,  Preston, 
and  laid  a scheme  for  the  improvement  of  Liverpool  Road  before  the 
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County  Authorities,  but  no  grant  in  aid  was  given  during  the  past  year. 
The  question  has  been  re-submitted  in  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing 
year  (1895 — 6). 

The  County,  however,  granted  a very  considerable  share  of  the 
cost  of  re-forming  the  eastern  end  of  Moor  Lane  from  Chesterfield 
Road  to  the  boundary,  and  this  year  it  is  hoped  to  continue  the 
improvement  to  Forefield  Lane,  upon  satisfactory  terms  being  arranged 
with  the  County  as  to  the  amount  of  the  grant.

Bsbpits* 

During  the  past  few  years  the  Board  have  developed  the  periodical 
inspection  and  emptying  of  all  Ashpits,  &c.,  at  frequent  intervals,  thus 
reducing  the  danger  to  health  that  arises  from  accumulations  of 
decomposing  matter  near  dwelling-houses.

Sewer  Cleansing  and  flushing* 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  details  that  the  late  Board  has 
again  paid  special  attention  to  the  cleansing  and  flushing  of  all  the 
Sewers  in  the  district,  in  addition  to  the  flushing  of  the  house  drains. 

The  estimated  weight  of  deposit  removed  during  the  year  was 
687I-  tons,  against  669!  tons  the  preceding  year. 

The  flushing  of  the  house  drains  disclosed  some  53  stoppages. 
I he  removal  of  such  defects  must  have  a very  beneficial  result  on  the 
drainage  system  of  the  district  generally,  and  assist  in  maintaining  the 
healthiness  of  the  locality  as  a residential  suburb.

Sewerage  Jntpropements* 

The  late  Board  followed  up  their  policy  of  Sewerage  Improvement 
and  had  new  manholes  fixed  in  Shaftesbury  Road  and  adjoining 
passages,  The  Grove  (Moor  Lane)  and  Bonds  Lane,  so  as  to  enable  the 
periodical  cleansing  and  flushing  of  the  Sewers  to  be  satisfactorily 
carried  out,  for  in  these  cases  it  was  almost  impossible  to  do  the 
requisite  work  until  the  manholes  were  provided. 

Ventilating  Shafts. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Postal  Authorities  to  substitute  several 
tubular  iron  poles  for  wooden  ones  along  certain  roads  have  been 
completed. 

Street  Jmprovements.— (Other  than  Main  Roads.) 
College  Road  Widening. 

Another  strip  of  land  for  a footway  on  the  east  side  of  College 
Road  was  purchased  and  further  protracted  negociations  undertaken 
with  the  owner  of  adjoining  strip,  but  so  far  the  matter  has  not  been 
brought  to  a successful  issue,  the  owner  having  at  one  time  apparently 
agreed  to  accept  a certain  sum  ; this  he  eventually  rejected  and  only 
assented  to  consider  greatly  enhanced  figures. 

Alexandra  Road  (Eastern  End.) 

A short  length  of  this  road  near  Cooks  Road  was  put  into  order, 
and  notices  of  final  apportionment  served.  The  whole  of  the  cost  has 
not  yet  been  fully  recovered  from  the  owners. 

Another  length  of  carriage  way  has  been  formed  by  the  owners 
under  an  agreement. 
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Alexandra  Road  (North-east  Corner). 

A small  strip  of  land  was  acquired  and  the  fence  set  back,  to  enable 
a desirable  improvement  to  be  carried  out ; but  there  are  still  other 
matters  on  this  road  awaiting  completion. 

Mersey  Road.. 

A plot  of  some  51 1 square  yards  opposite  to  St.  Nicholas’  Church 
was  acquired,  the  old  wall  removed  and  the  foundations  of  a new  wall 
put  in,  from  Warren  Road  to  Agnes  Road.  This  improvement,  when 
properly  completed,  will  prove  of  great  public  utility. 

Bridge  Road. 

The  negociations  herein  for  the  acquisition  of  certain  lands  have 
also  ended  in  temporary  failure,  the  terms  asked  by  the  vendors  being 
prohibitive,  and  only  two  strips  have,  so  far,  been  arranged  for. 

apportionments  unt»er  private  Streets  Works  Bet. 

The  requisite  plans,  sections,  estimates,  specifications  and  pro- 
visional apportionments  required  by  the  above  Act  were  duly  prepared 
for  the  following,  viz. : — 

Shaftesbury  Road. 

York  Road  Passages  (13  cases). 

Moor  Place  and  Passages. 

Endbutt  Lane,  streets  off  (3  cases). 

In  the  first  case,  the  owners  having  paid  for  the  requisite  manholes 
and  lamps,  the  late  Board  agreed  to  allow  the  full  completion  of  the 
works  to  stand  over  for  the  present. 

In  the  case  of  York  Road  passages,  most  of  the  owners  have 
already  carried  out  the  requisite  work  of  amending  or  completing  the 
sewerage  and  flagging  the  passages  ; and  in  the  few  remaining  cases 
the  owners  have  received  another  reminder  that,  in  case  of  further 
delay,  the  Urban  Authority  will  have  the  necessary  work  done,  and 
recover  all  costs  from  the  owners. 

In  the  case  of  Moor  Place  and  passages.  The  owners  offered  an 
alternative  scheme,  and  this  work  will  probably  be  commenced  at  an 
early  date,  the  late  Board  having  assented  to  withhold  the  final 
completion  (according  to  the  notices  served)  if  the  amended  scheme 
is  properly  and  substantially  carried  out. 
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Endbutt  Lane  (Streets  off). 

These  notices  provide  merely  for  the  “ Sewering,”  and  as  the 
owners  have  submitted  written  objections,  the  matter  is  to  be  brought 
before  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  at  an  early  date  to  hear  and 
determine  the  matter  of  all  such  objections. 

Cyprus  Vale. 

The  owners  had  the  footway  and  carriage  way  repaired  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  suspend  any  further  action  being  taken  by  the  late  Board. 

Warren  Road. 

This  road  having  been  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  late 
Board,  notices  of  “ adoption  as  a highway  ” were  duly  posted  in  the 
road. 

Francis  Road. 

The  owners  having  paid  the  cost,  a lamp  was  fixed  and  duly 
maintained  at  the  eastern  end  of  this  road. 

Footbridge  over  Carr  Brook. 

The  late  Board  divided  the  cost  of  fixing  a footbridge  over  the 
Carr  Brook  at  the  south-eastern  boundary  of  Endbutt  Lane,  with  the 
adjoining  highway  authority. 

©verbamjing  Urees. 

The  usual  notices  were  served  for  the  pruning  of  such  branches  of 
trees  as  overhang  the  highway  to  the  detriment  of  traffic. 

Xobgino  Ibouses* 

All  known  or  reputed  lodging  houses  were  carefully  examined,  and 
a special  report  was  submitted  to  the  Authority. 

Division  of  District  into  TOavbs  anb  ^Elections* 

The  most  important  feature  of  the  year’s  work  was  the  division  (in 
the  early  part  of  year)  of  the  District  into  Wards  and  the  subsequent 
election  of  the  present  District  Council  in  lieu  of  the  late  Local  Board, 
the  form  of  voting  differing  materially  from  that  previously  in  force, 
being  now  under  the  Ballot  Act  and  the  cumulative  votes  done  away 
with. 
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ii>etttion  to  Counts  Council  for  Separation  of  district. 

A petition  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council,  suggesting  the 
advisability  of  separating  the  Western  portion  of  the  District  from  the 
Eastern  portion  (a  counter  petition  being  also  presented) ; but  as  the 
late  Local  Board  did  not  agree  with  this  proposal,  they  forwarded  an 
explanatory  letter  to  the  County  Authorities,  pointing  out  that,  in  their 
opinion,  the  best  interests  of  the  District,  as  a whole,  would  not  be 
served  by  any  scheme  of  separation  as  sought  by  the  petitioners.  So 
far  no  notice  has  been  received  from  the  County  Authorities  intimating 
their  intention  to  hold  the  requisite  local  inquiry. 

fire  lEmjtne. 

During  the  year  the  Board  called  upon  the  makers  to  replace  a 
portion  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  which  had  shown  signs  of  defect. 
They  immediately  attended  to  the  matter,  being  under  contract  to 
maintain  free  of  cost  for  io  years  from  the  date  of  delivery  anything 
that  may  prove  defective  through  bad  workmanship  or  materials. 

The  Brigade  attended  the  Local  May-day  Procession  for  the 
second  time. 

The  total  number  of  fires  attended  during  the  year  has  been  io, 
against  8 in  the  preceding  year ; 4 were  in  the  district  and  6 beyond 
the  boundary.
